1 he  island  of  Jersey,  once  a possession  of  Normandy,  lies  in 
the  English  Channel  close  to  the  coast  of  France.  Since  the  days 
of  William  the  Conqueror  it  has  been  a British  possession.  The 
The  inhabitants  of  the  island  will  tell  you  vigorously  that  they  are 
neither  English  nor  French  but  are  Jerseymen.  A story  reports 
that  Jerseymen  do  not  owe  allegience  to  England  but  that  both 
England  and  Jersey  owe  allegience  to  the  Dukes  of  Normandy  and 
that  it  just  happens  that  the  present  Duke  of  Normandy  is  also 
King  of  England.  Thus  do  Jerseymen  assert  their  independence. 
It  is  little  wonder  that  a separate  coinage  persists  for  this  tiny 
portion  of  the  British  Empire  down  to  the  reign  of  His  Majesty, 
George  VI  of  England. 


There  has  been  a considerable  coinage  for  Jersey  during  the 
past  hundred  years  which  is  only  covered  by  scattered  notes  in  our 
literature.  The  most  extensive  list  hitherto  published  is  found  in 
“The  Coins  and  Tokens  of  the  Possessions  and  Colonies  of  the 
British  Empire”  by  James  Atkins ; London,  1889.  The  series  of 
numbers  in  this  work  also  includes  the  coinage  of  Guernsey.  In 
making  this  present  compilation  the  Atkins  numbers  are  shown  for 
the  pieces  that  are  included  in  his  work,

Commemorative  Coins  of  the  British  Empire. 


The  years  since  the  close  of  the  World  War  have  brought  to 
American  numismatists  a steadily  increasing  number  of  commemo- 
rative coins.  The  writer,  in  offering  a discussion  of  commemora- 
tive issues  of  another  nation,  intends  to  draw  no  compaiisons.  in 
a monarchy,  the  coins  of  each  reign  are  in  a sense  commemorative 
of  the  monarch,  and  the  alterations  in  arms  and  titles  lecall  the 
events  which  caused  the  changes.  Such  coins  are  not  commemo-

The  series  for  the  British  Empire,  which  begins  in  1927,  contains 
ten  varieties  at  most.  This  may  be  laid  at  the  door  of  British 
conservatism,  which  finds  t lie  medal  a convenient  memento  of 
events  of  less  than  general  national  interest.  The  coins  here  con- 
sidered have  been  issued  by  England  or  by  the  Dominions,  with 
but  one  exception  (the  45-piastre  piece  of  Cyprus).  This  is  ex- 
plained by  the  fact  that  the  coins  used  in  the  colonies  are  issued 
only  on  the  approval  of  the  government  in  London,  while  the 
Dominions  more  or  less  control  their  own  currencies.  Moreover, 
the  coins  used  in  England  are,  strictly  speaking,  an  Imperial  coin- 
age, intended  to.  and  to  some  degree  actually  circulating  through- 
out the  Empire.  Thus  the  crowns  commemorating  the  Silver  Jub- 
ilee of  King  George  V are  really  Imperial,  not  English  commemo- 
ratives. 

The  coins  have  been  sold  by  the  government,  sometimes  at  an 
advance  over  face  value,  but  more  generally  at  face.  Aside  from 
proofs  and  patterns,  the  coins  have  been  issued  in  very  consider- 
blc  numbers,  and  from  one  mint  each.  They  have  been  designed  ei- 
ther by  regular  employees  of  the  Royal  Mint  or  by  Ihe  winner  of  a 
competition  of  nati  mal  scope. 

It  is  appropriate  to  point  out  that  a collection  of  types  of  Brit- 
ish commemorative  coins  can  be  readily  obtained  and  that  it  is 
relatively  inexpensive.  All  of  the  pieces  described  may  be  acquir- 
ed rather  easily  except  for  the  patterns  of  the  Jubilee  crown.

The  only  proposed  future  commemorative  issue  in  the  British 
Empire  which  the  writer  has  noticed  is  for  a New  Zealand  coin  to 
honor  the  centenary  of  the  Treaty  of  Waitangi  in  1940.  This  pro- 
posal was  made  primarily  for  a medal,  with  a statement  that  “a 
special  coin  would  also  fittingly  commemorate  the  anniversary.” 

It  seems  likely  that  there  w ill  be  very  few  such  issues  in  the 
near  future  unless  the  British  fiscal  authorities  relax  their  attitude 
and  permit  more  frequent  issues  in  the  colonies.  Canada,  the  old- 
est of  the  Dominions,  does  not  celebrate  her  centenary  until  1907. 
and  most  of  the  others  not  until  the  next  century.
